TWO temporary NHS bosses 
were paid half a million pounds 
between them last year - at the 
‘going rate’ of £1,000 a day. 

Keith Edmunds earned an eye¬ 
watering £260,000-£265,000 for 
his 12 months’ work as Luton 
Primary Care Trust’s interim 
director of commissioning - not 
far off double the £142,500 salary 
commanded by Prime Minister 
David Cameron. 

Colleague Chris White was the 
Trust’s second highest paid 
employee on £230,000-£235,000 
as interim chief operations officer 
between April 2010 and March 
2011. 

Robert Oxley, campaign man¬ 
ager for the Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
said: “It’s unbelievable that tax¬ 
payers are paying a such premi¬ 
um for staff whom are supposed¬ 
ly interim yet have been in post 
for such an extended period. 

“It’s a waste of money and a 
management failure to be pay¬ 
ing over the odds by so much for 
senior staff. 

“Reliance on temporary or 
interim staff is a clear sign that 
NHS chiefs have not got to grips 
with the problem of costly senior 
executive pay The NHS has to 
make savings, cutting down on 
NHS fat cats should be Luton 
health chiefs’ priority” 

Since their roles were not per¬ 
manent, Mr Edmunds and Mr 
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White did not receive an annual 
salary, pension contributions, 
sick pay or pay during leave. 

The sky-high payments were 
revealed in an annual report by 
NHS Luton, a spokesman for 
whom said: “These particular 
roles required high levels of 
responsibility and experience in 
commissioning health services 
and running Luton’s community 
health services, which could not 
be sourced internally at the time. 

“We paid the going daily rates 
to the interim agency for the lev¬ 
els of responsibility involved. 

“NHS Luton is committed to 
maintaining the necessary capa¬ 
bility and capacity it needs, on a 
good value for money basis, to 
deliver services to the public and 
we always look to fill vacancies 
using internal staff first where 
possible. 

“Where this is not possible, the 
use of agency or interim staff 
allows us flexibly to cover roles 
only required for a fixed or short 
term basis, where it can be more 
cost effective than employing a 
new permanent member of 
staff.” 

Mr Edmunds’ post has now 
been filled on a permanent basis 
by somebody else, while the 
chief operations officer role has 
been transferred to Camb¬ 
ridgeshire Community Services 
NHS Trust. 

Neighbouring trust NHS 
Bedfordshire’s eight bosses were 
paid £700,000 between them, 
with salaries ranging from 
£50,000-£110,000. 


AROUND 80 people protested out¬ 
side Luton Police Station against the 
‘mistreatment of Muslims by British 
police and the Government in the war 
against terror’ on Friday. 

Men, women and children from the 
‘Muslims Against Crusades’ group 
walked from Bury Park to the station 
in Buxton Road. 

The peaceful demonstration, which 
police said ‘did not have the support 
of the wider Muslim community’, 
lasted around an hour. 

One of the protesters claimed they 
were unhappy that two women - who 
have not been identified - were strip- 
searched during a Metropolitan 
Police operation in Luton last month 


in which Mona Thwany, the wife of 
Stockholm suicide bomber Taimour 
al-Abdaly, was arrested on suspicion 
of helping her husband in the prepa¬ 
ration of his terrorist attack. 

One protester, Anjem Choudary, said: 
“Two women were strip-searched - one 
in her house in front of her children, 
and the other at a police station. 

“It is continuing the demonisation 
of Muslims and primarily women 
whose honour was violated.” 

According to the Police and 
Criminal Evidence Act, ‘a strip-search 
may take place only if it is considered 
necessary to remove an article which 
a detainee would not be allowed to 
keep, and the officer reasonably con¬ 


siders the detainee might have con¬ 
cealed such an article’. 

A Met Police spokeswoman said: 
“The operation in Luton on 
September 13 was carried out strictly 
in accordance with UK law and the 
level of resources used was propor¬ 
tionate. Police inquiries continue.” 

Beds’ Police Chief Superintendent 
Mike Colbourne said: “The protest 
did not have the support of the wider 
Muslim community and I am pleased 
that Luton has largely ignored what 
has gone on and seen it for what it is. 

“The complaints were not relating 
to actions by Bedfordshire Police and 
the views expressed today do not rep¬ 
resent those of the Luton as a whole.”

L&D worker due to face trial over sex offences found dead 


AN NHS hospital worker who was 
accused of sexually assaulting 14 
male patients recovering from 
strokes has been found dead. 

The body of Ameet Mohabeer, 28, 
was discovered at his home in 
Butely Road, Luton, last Sunday 
having been arrested in February 
over sexual offences committed at 
Luton & Dunstable’s stroke unit. 

That month Luton on Sunday 
exclusively revealed that a staff 
member had been arrested, 
publishing a special helpline 
number to enable anyone who 
spent time recuperating on the 
ward who felt they may have been 
a victim to speak to investigators 
in confidence. 

The L&D also wrote to all past 
patients in Ward 17 since 
September 2009, asking them to 
come forward if they felt they 
‘may have been subject to any 
behaviour that made them feel 
anxious or uncomfortable’. 

In July Mr Mohabeer was charged 
with 13 counts of sexual assaulting 
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ACCUSED: Ameet 
Mohabeer and top 
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male patients at the hospital, and 
four counts of causing or inciting a 
person with a mental disorder or 
learning disability to engage in 
sexual activity. 

On September 15 Mr Mohabeer 
pleaded not guilty to all of the 
charges at St Albans Crown Court 
except one of sexual assault, to 
which he entered no plea. 


He was due to stand trial next 
February. Police said the death of 
Mr Mohabeer, who had been on 
bail, was not being treated as 
suspicious and that no further 
details could be given until a 
coroner’s inquest had been opened. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokesman 
said: “Obviously we will continue to 
support victims and help them 
with any specialist support they 
need.” 

A hospital spokesman said: “We 
have learned this week of the 
death of Mr Ameet Mohabeer who 
had worked at the L&D and who 
was due to stand trial at Luton 
Crown Court this month. 

“Staff at the hospital have been 
informed and we understand the 
trial will not be taking place." 


Assault could land 
EDL chief rally ban

THE leader of the English Defence 
League may be given an ASBO 
which prevents him from attend¬ 
ing any of the group’s demonstra¬ 
tions. 

Stephen Lennon, also known as 
Tommy Robinson, of Luton, was 
found guilty of common assault 
after he headbutted a man at a 
demonstration. 

He launched a verbal attack on a 
fellow member of the far-right 
group before attacking his victim, 
Preston Magistrates’ Court heard 
on Thursday. 

Lennon, founder of the EDL, 
‘goaded’ a crowd of followers 
during a rally by 2,000 supporters in 
Blackburn on April 2. 

The 28-year-old launched a tirade 
against a man who was accused of 
putting messages on the internet 
about police informers and 
‘grasses’, before trouble broke out in 



the crowd among EDL members, 
the court heard. 

Alan McKee, 33, from Gateshead, 
was pulled from the crowd by 
stewards for his own safety and 
taken away by police officers. 

But the court heard he later con¬ 
fronted Lennon about his speech. 

Lennon, who was surrounded by 
his own security guards and EDL 
stewards, then lunged or stepped 
forward and headbutted Mr McKee. 

Lennon denied assault and 
claimed during his speech he had 
harangued another man, also 


called Alan, an Alan Smith, from 
Newcastle, who was a member of 
an EDL splinter group, the North 
East Infidels, intent on causing 
trouble. 

The court heard from two police 
officers, PC Paul Green and PC 
Andrew Sumner, who told the court 
they maintained they clearly saw 
Lennon headbutt Mr McKee. 

After a day-long trial District 
Judge Peter Ward said he believed 
the police officers and convicted 
Lennon of common assault. 

Sentencing was adjourned until 
November 3 when police will apply 
for a criminal ASBO (anti-social 
behaviour order) to prevent 
Lennon attending EDL rallies. 

Outside court, Lennon said: “It’s a 
fit-up. They are fabricating 
evidence. 

“I have had ongoing harassment. 
All this is about getting an ASBO 
that will ban me from demonstra¬ 
tions and protests. It is meant to be 
a democracy but this is a stitch-up.” 


Car crash cash 
scammers told 
to repay Elm 

FOUR ‘crash for cash’ fraudsters 
who were part of one of the largest 
car insurance scams ever seen 
have been ordered to repay more 
than £1 million between them. 

The men, all from Luton, were 
sentenced in April for their parts 
in a criminal syndicate which 
staged road smashes before 
submitting false insurance claims. 

More than 180 ‘accidents’ were 
dealt with by Luton-based Swift 
Accident Management, the 
company at the heart of the fraud, 
of which 230 individual claims 
were made by drivers or passen¬ 
gers. In total, 33 people pleaded 
guilty to a variety of offences. 

On Tuesday at Luton Crown 
Court, Avinash Pancha, 34, of 
FelsteadWay, Changaiz Ishaq, 31, 
of Westbourne Road, Hafiz Chishti, 
36, of Enderby Road and Wajid 
Hussain, 32, of Westbourne Road, 
were told to pay the following: 

■ Chishti - £871,168.22 with 
assets of £8,000 within six months 
or serve five months in jail on 
default of payment. He pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to defraud an 
insurance company and was jailed 
for two and a half years. 

■ Hussain - £287,652.50 with 
assets of £70,000 within six 
months or serve 21 months. He 
pleaded not guilty to conspiracy to 
defraud an insurance company 
but was convicted and jailed for 30 
months. 

■ Pancha - £3,600 with assets of 
£100 within seven days or serve 28 
days. He pleaded guilty to obtain¬ 
ing a money transfer by deception 
and was given a 12 month 
community order and 200 hours 
unpaid work. 

■ Ishaq - £18,092.57 with assets 
of £920 - told to pay £200 within 
seven days and £720 more within 
six months or serve 28 days. He 
pleaded guilty to obtaining a 
money transfer by deception and 
was sentenced to a 12 month 
community order and 250 hours 
unpaid work and to pay £300 
costs. 

Proceeds of Crime hearings for 
four other co-defendants are 
planned for later this month and 
into 2012. The remaining five 
pleaded not guilty at two separate 
trials - four have been convicted 
and one acquitted. A further eight 
people were cautioned for their 
involvement in the crime.

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Footy hooligans 
get jail and bans 
for York disorder

THE final three football fans 
who took part in the trouble 
after a Luton Town match last 
year have been sentenced. 

They were in court on public 
disorder offences in connec¬ 
tion with events following a 
Hatters game against York 
City at Kenilworth Road in 
May 2010. 

On Wednesday at Luton 
Crown Court, David Cremin, 
24, of Meyrick Avenue, Luton, 
was jailed for 14 months and 
received a six year football 
banning order having plead¬ 
ed guilty. 

Gary Booth, 40, of Kinross 
Crescent, Luton, was found 
guilty after a trial and was 
jailed for ten months and was 


given a six year football ban¬ 
ning order. 

John Ruocco, 21, of 
Kingswood Close, Houghton 
Regis, who pleaded guilty in 
January, was sentenced to five 
months suspended for 18 
months, with 250 hours of 
unpaid work, £500 costs and 
received a five year football 
banning order. 

A number of the men were 
identified by the public after 
CCTV pictures were released 
by the police to the media. 

The previous Friday, others 
sentenced for their part in the 
disorder included Ryan 
Downey, 24, of Julius Gardens, 
Luton, Jamie Sales, 26, of 
Russet Way, Dunstable, 
Stewart Farquharson, 45, of 
Grove Road, Luton, and 
Ashley McChesney, 20, of 


Buckfield Avenue, Dunstable. 
Two 17-year-olds from Luton, 
who cannot be identified for 
legal reasons, have also been 
sentenced. 

Others sentenced the previ¬ 
ous week were Kieran 
Gavigan, 27, of Leighton 
Buzzard, Michael Howe, 44, of 
St Albans, Ben Butler, 20, of 
Flitwick, and Jordan 
Shepherd, 27, of Suffolk. 

Superintendent David Boyle 
said: “Bedfordshire Police will 
not tolerate this kind of behav¬ 
iour. 

“The game of football is a 
sport that families should be 
able to enjoy in safety. I hope 
the sentencing results show 
that Bedfordshire Police will 
use all methods available to 
them to bring anyone who 
breaks the law to justice.” 


AN organisation which has 
been criticised by this 
newspaper has lost a Press 
Complaints Commission 
case it took against Luton 
on Sunday. 

Marsh Farm Outreach 
(MFO) had been criticised 
for the manner it had 
spent large sums of 
Government cash, which it 
received through a ten 
year, £48 million New 
Deal for Communities 
scheme to rejuvenate the 
area of Marsh Farm in 
Luton. 

MFO took LoS to the 
Press Complaints Com¬ 
mission (PCC) alleging 
12 points of lack of accura¬ 
cy, failing to get comment, 
and harassment. 

After nine months, the 
PCC did not uphold any of 
the allegations and LoS 
was completely vindicat¬ 
ed.

Council to ‘evict’ travellers following funeral 



THE cost to taxpayers of allowing trav¬ 
ellers to stay illegally at a park so they can 
attend a funeral next week is likely to run 
into thousands of pounds. 

Luton Borough Council applied on 
Wednesday to have the travellers at 
Stockwood Park, in Farley Hill, Luton - 
some of whom have come from Dale 
Farm in Basildon, Essex - ‘evicted’ on 
Tuesday after a funeral is held. 

It means they will have stayed at the 
park for more than two weeks, having 
first parked their caravans there on the 
evening of September 19. 

The council said the full cost of going 
through the court process and cleaning 
up after the travellers ‘can only be 
assessed at the completion of the process’. 

But it added that ‘the last time we evict¬ 
ed three travellers’ caravans from 
Stockwood Park was during the second 
week of August and it cost £116. This 
eviction is likely to cost more as there are 
more travellers.’ 

Notices will be served on the travellers 
tomorrow, with eviction taking place 
from noon the following day. 

Councillor Mohammed Ashraf said: 
“Our original intention was to carry out 


evictions on Thursday, 24 hours after the 
court hearing. 

“However the travellers have since con¬ 
firmed they are here for a funeral which 
is taking place on Monday. 

“Therefore if they were evicted last 
week, there was a real risk that travellers 
in 22 caravans would split up and occupy 
multiple sites across the town. This 
would result in the council having to 
start legal proceedings again and incur¬ 


ring additional costs. We also believe the 
situation is much easier to manage when 
they are all together on one site. 

“In light of this and after seeking legal 
advice, we took a pragmatic view and 
submitted an application to Luton 
Magistrates’ Court requesting eviction 
should take place after the funeral. 

“We have instructed a local contractor 
to inspect the site each day and to clean 
up the areas as best as possible.”

Customer boycotts 
‘breach’ pharmacy

A DISABLED man has blasted a 
chemist after a staff member 
broke confidentiality by 
finding out about his private 
medical details. 

David Gower, 76, was aghast 
after receiving a call from his 
healthcare company saying one of 
its carers had been approached by 
a worker inside Lloyds Pharmacy 
in Crawley Green Road, Luton. 

Wheelchair-bound Mr Gower, 
who has a neurological condition 
and requires a full time carer, was 
told the chemist worker knew 
which contracted care firm looked 
after him - even though he had 
never disclosed the information 
to anybody at Lloyds Pharmacy. 

Since then Lloyds has written to 
Mr Gower twice apologising pro¬ 
fusely for the breach in confiden¬ 
tiality and said its worker ‘will 
reflect on his practice following 
the incident’ and that ‘all mem¬ 
bers of staff will be receiving fur¬ 



ther customer service training to 
ensure excellent standards are 
maintained at all times’. 

Mr Gower, of Colwell Court, 
Colwell Rise, said: “I’ve been 
upset by the whole issue and it’s 
aggravated my condition, making 
it flare up. 

“She walked into the pharmacy 
and had just finished work and so 
had her tunic on and he spotted 
the logo. 

“He tried to engage her in con¬ 
versation about my medication. 

“I don’t know how he found out 
who my care company was, it 
remains a mystery. But this breach 
of confidentiality was so serious I 


am switching pharmacies. They 
wouldn’t even offer vouchers to 
the care company staff member 
who was placed in the position of 
not knowing what to say when the 
chemist worker was trying to dis¬ 
cuss the matter with her in the 
middle of the shop. 

“I’ll never use Lloyds Pharmacy 
again.” 

A Lloyds Pharmacy spokes¬ 
woman said: “We are very sorry 
that Mr Gower is not happy with 
the way in which our pharmacist 
handled a query relating to his 
healthcare and we apologise for 
any distress caused. 

“A thorough investigation into 
Mr Gower’s complaint was carried 
out and we believe the pharmacist 
involved was acting in Mr Gower’s 
best interest and in no way 
intended to cause upset. 

“However, addressing the issue 
within the store, rather than the 
consultation room, and with the 
patient’s representative, on this 
occasion was not appropriate. 

“Following this incident, all 
members of staff have been 
re-briefed on the importance of 
patient confidentiality.” 


Greasy work 
puts stop to 
boys’ trouble

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GMB raps councils KITCHEN

TWO councils built no homes 
between them last year despite a 
dire shortage - although local 
housing associations managed 
to start or complete more than 
900 between them. 

The GMB union said that, in 
Luton, while housing associa¬ 
tions began 110 and finished 
another 130 houses last year, 
Luton Borough Council’s total 
was zero. 

Central Bedfordshire also 
started and completed none, with 
housing associations in its district 
beginning 290 units and putting 
the finishing touches to 380 
others. 

GMB regional officer Warren 
Kenny said: “These figures show 
the extent of the crisis in social 
housing in the eastern region. An 
emergency programme is needed 
to tackle this problem and it 
would boost the economy. 

“There are 3,180 households on 
the waiting list for affordable 
housing in Luton. According to 
Shelter, Luton needs to build 521 
new homes per year to meet 
housing need. 

“From this year housing associ¬ 
ations in Luton will be able to 
provide short-term tenancies 


(from as little as two years). 
Councils will get the same powers 
after legislation passes later this 
year. 

“From October this year, 
housing associations will be able 
to start charging near market 
rents (80 per cent of local market 
rents) and after 2013 councils will 
be able to do the same. 

“For new social housing tenants 
in Luton in new homes and re-let 
social homes that means an 
average increase in rents of £59.24 
a week, or £3,080.27 per year. 

“This will squeeze the incomes 
of many families and will force 
many working families on to 
housing benefit, who would 
otherwise not need it. 

“Councils will no longer have to 
provide homeless families with 
long-term social or affordable 
housing. Instead, their duty is 
only to provide them a private 
rented home for ‘at least’ 12 
months. 

“Last year, Luton council had a 
duty to find a home for 294 home¬ 
less families. 

“People who need housing 
benefit so they can afford to rent 
from a private landlord are facing 
significant housing benefit cuts. 

“These will restrict the homes 
and areas in which they are able 
to live, forcing poorer people out 


of better off areas. It will force 
families to rent smaller homes 
than they need, increasing 
overcrowding. They will be forced 
away from family, friends and 
their jobs.” 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “This is an issue 
across the UK and we have been 
working hard to develop new 
housing options with housing 
associations and other organisa¬ 
tions to increase the supply of 
accommodation in Luton.” 

The spokesman added the last 
homes built by the council were 
in the 1970s as it was now 
common practice across the 
country to work with housing 
associations on new 
developments. 

Central Beds Cllr Ken Matthews 
said: “The GMB has not grasped 
the issues here and is wide of the 
mark in suggesting that councils 
are in any way wanting. 

“Borrowing restrictions imposed 
on councils have prevented 
Central Beds and its predecessor 
authorities from raising the 
money needed to build new 
homes. 

“Local councils have worked 
with housing associations over 
the last 30 years to bring forward 
the development of newly built 
affordable homes.”

£85k spent on breaking 
down language barriers

ALMOST £85,000 has been spent 
by Bedfordshire Probation Trust 
on hiring interpreters for 
convicted criminals in the past 
five years. 

Figures released following a 
Freedom of Information Act 
request by Luton on Sunday show 
that last year the service spent 
more than £14,000 on translators. 

However, the largest amount 
was spent in 2006/07 when the 
hard-up trust paid £25,093 for 
interpreters - with the total for 
the five years hitting £84,364. 

The most common language a 
translator was need for was 
Polish, but they were also used for 
people who spoke Bengali, 
Sylheti, Kurdish, Sorani, 
Lithuanian, Mandarin, Punjabi, 


Romanian, Russian and Urdu. 
The external services are brought 
in to carry out tasks such as pre¬ 
sentence reports, supervision 
appointments, induction 

appointments with community 
payback and appointments with 
intervention providers. 

And the trust is splashing out 
£35 an hour for the first 60 min¬ 
utes for face-to-face interpreters, 
and £20 every following hour, as 
well as 35p per mile expenses, 
paid for parking and an extra £10 
per 25 miles travelled. Telephone 
interpreting racks up a bill of £1 
per minute for the first 10 min¬ 
utes and 60p per minute for the 
remainder. 

British Sign Language inter¬ 
preters get £120 for three hours 
and written translation is £10 per 
100 words. And for overnight 
work they get paid time and a half 


and double time for Sundays or 
Bank Holidays. 

Alison Harding, assistant chief 
officer for Bedfordshire 
Probation, said: “Interpreters are 
essential in the interests of justice. 

“Everyone who comes before our 
courts is entitled to a fair hearing, 
and we do our bit to ensure that 
happens by using interpreters 
where a person cannot communi¬ 
cate in English. 

“The amount spent on interpreters 
is a fraction of our budget - 0.15 per 
cent per annum - but as a public 
body, spending tax-payers’ money, 
we regularly review the cost of inter¬ 
preters as we do our other services. 

“We believe that our interpreter 
service, which is jointly commis¬ 
sioned with Hertfordshire Probation 
Trust specifically to keep costs down, 
provides very good value for 
money.”

Time for political reform 

SIR - After the defeat in the AV refer¬ 
endum, constitutional reform has 
lost momentum and therefore it is 
even more important that those of 
us supporting an opening up of the 
system do not miss the opportunity 
to participate in the current consul¬ 
tation on reform for the House Of 
Lords. 

The present system of an almost 
wholly appointed house is inappro¬ 
priate in a modern democracy. 

We have campaigned for some 
considerable time for a predomi¬ 
nantly elected second chamber 
(such a commitment can be found 
in the preamble to the Parliament 
Act 1911) - a predominantly elected 
second chamber, to be renamed The 
Senate or House of Senators.

However we should also recognise 
that the non-party political mem¬ 
bers of the Lords has added expert¬ 
ise and dignity and should be con¬ 
tinued. 

The appointment of life senators 
not exceeding one third of the total 
composition of the house would be 
based on individual merit, expertise 
and experience but would also have 
due regard to the political balance of 
the house. For example, senators 
could not be appointed to alter the 
elected political balance.

Call for total ban of whip

ingly controversial even within 
racing circles. 

The BHA has not only failed race 
horses by sanctioning the continued 
use of this brutal device. Its decision 
also seriously damages the reputa¬ 
tion of the industry. 

The sight of the 2011 Grand 
National winner Ballabriggs being 
thrashed in the final stages of a race 
that left him exhausted and in need 
of oxygen outraged a great many 
people. 

It was a signal moment that should 
have marked the beginning of the 
end of the use of the whip in racing. 
No other animal is allowed to be 
whipped for sport in the way that a 
thoroughbred race horse is. 

The BHA’s own figures show that 
there are nearly 900 breaches of its 
whip regulations every year, with 
about a dozen jockeys committing 
more than ten offences in each 12 
month period (www.animalaid. 
org.uk/h/n/NEWS/news_horse/ALL 
/2431//). Clearly, the old sanctions 
failed to deter jockeys from repeat¬ 
edly abusing their mounts. 

The proposed changes increase the 
penalties but they provide no gen¬ 
uine deterrence. 

Under the proposals, a jockey who 
wins a race might lose his or her 
winnings but the horse is still ruled 
to have come first, with all the con¬ 
sequent rewards for the owner and 
trainer. 

A jockey who wins for his owner 
but is penalised might well find he 
receives his reward through a more 
surreptitious route. 

Breaches of the BHA whip regula¬ 
tions could be ended at a stroke if 
owners and trainers demanded that 


jockeys who ride their horses adhere 
to the rules. 

But the representative bodies of 
these two key elements within rac¬ 
ing have failed to speak out against 
abuse of their horses. 

They clearly feel that an advantage, 
in terms of money and prestige, is to 
be gained from their animals being 
violently coerced during the course 
of a race. 

This is despite the fact that there is 
good evidence indicating that use of 
the whip does not improve a jockey’s 
chances of winning (www.animal 
aid.org. uk/h/n/NEWS/news_horse/ 
ALL/2418//). 

The BHA has missed a perfect 
opportunity to demonstrate that 
horse welfare is among its concerns. 

Instead, it has shown once again 
that horse welfare counts for just 
about zero in an industry driven by 
greed and vanity. 

Racehorses will get a degree of pro¬ 
tection only when the responsibility 
for their welfare is removed from the 
BHA - a body that is answerable to 
no one except powerful figures with¬ 
in the industry. 

Animal Aid will continue to press 
for the BHA to be stripped of its reg¬ 
ulatory function with regard to horse 
welfare. 

We will also continue mobilising 
public support for a total ban on the 
use of the whip in racing.

Financial education needed 

SIR - Lately it seems a week doesn’t 
go by without a financial institution 
warning that we need to start saving 
for our retirement. 

The latest of these comes from 
Prudential who claim that one in 
three of us have stopped contribut¬ 
ing to a retirement fund, and 43 per 
cent don’t expect to start again. 

Prudential also warned recently 
that someone retiring today with a 
fixed income will suffer from 
reduced spending power over the 
course of a 20 year retirement due to 
increasing inflation. 

The Bank of England made similar 
claims earlier this year and suggest¬ 
ed we need to start putting money 
aside for retirement now. 

So yes, our future looks desolate. 
We are faced with falling salaries - 
and in many cases redundancy - ris¬ 
ing inflation and the soaring price of 
food and fuel. How can people to 
save for their retirement, when feed¬ 
ing the family tonight is too much of 
a stretch? 

It isn’t just ‘vulnerable’ or ‘low 
income’ households who are strug¬ 
gling. Families who never, ever 
expected to face financial difficulty 
have tightened the purse strings. 
People who were once able to save 
are now finding that the money they 
had put aside is being relentlessly 
eroded. 

While it is important for financial 
institutions to raise this issue, they 
must also educate their customers, 
rather than simply making headline¬ 
grabbing statements about the 
uncertain future. 

A more robust financial services 
market would result in a dramatical¬ 
ly reduced chance of future implo¬ 
sions. 

We need financial education and, 
crucially, support for the thousands 
of people struggling with mortgages 
and debt, unable to save their pen¬ 
nies towards an increasingly uncer¬ 
tain future.

Group is sentenced 
for garage break-ins

AN ALERT neighbour called the 
police when he saw five men and 
boys breaking into garages. 

The man spotted Kenneth 
Hughes’ white transit van parked 
in Salters Way, Dunstable. 

Nearly £2,000 worth of equip¬ 
ment, including fishing tackle, a 
rotorvator and a chainsaw was 
stolen and loaded on. 

The van drove off but the call 
went out from police control and 
it was spotted by patrolling offi¬ 
cers heading along the A5 just two 
minutes later, St Albans Crown 
Court heard on Thursday 

Prosecutor Will Noble said the 
officers in the police car turned 
round and went after the van with 
the blue lights flashing. After a 
short chase the van pulled up at 
Chalk Hill Garage. 

Kenneth Hughes, 39, and Barry 
Cameron, 32, were arrested in the 
van. 

Three others, Kenneth’s son 


Kenny, 20, and two 15-year-old 
boys ran off, but were arrested 
nearby by other officers. 

All the stolen property was 
recovered. Kenneth Hughes told 
the police he had been offered the 
fishing tackle and rotorvator by a 
man who had approached him at 
traffic lights. He said he had 
bought them in good faith. 

Kenneth Hughes, of The 
Caravan Site, in St Thomas' Road, 
Luton, his son Kenny Hughes, of 
Wigmore Lane, Barry Cameron, 
of Wigmore Lane, and two Luton 
boys - a 16-year-old and a 15- 
year-old - pleaded guilty to bur¬ 
gling two garages on March 10 
this year. 

For Kenneth Hughes, Stephen 
Halloran said he accepted his cul¬ 
pability. “Both he and Mr 
Cameron were repairing fences 
and taking back a digger when 
the suggestion was made to break 
into the garages.” 

Nick Titchener, defending 
Cameron, asked for sentence to 
be adjourned for an alcohol and 


drug assessment to be carried 
out. Judge Andrew Bright QC 
agreed and he is due to return to 
court on October 31. 

Ms Cahill said Kenny Hughes 
had acted as a lookout. She said 
he had two children and worked 
as a driver for his uncle at a car 
auction business. 

Judge Bright jailed Kenneth 
Hughes for six months saying: 
“You were the prime mover and 
involved younger boys, which 
was unforgivable.” 

Kenny Hughes received four 
months in a Young Offenders’ 
Institute suspended for 18 
months and was ordered to do 
100 hours unpaid work. 

He was given 18 months 
supervision and must attend a 
Thinking Skills Programme. 

The 16-year-old and 15-year-old 
were both given a six month 
Youth Rehabilitation order with 
supervision. 

The 15-year-old must abide by a 
three month curfew between 
8pm and 6am.

Hospital started to carry out tests for a 
range of genetic conditions including 
Coffin-Siris Syndrome and Williams 
Syndrome because of Callum’s symp¬ 
toms and characteristics, including 
slow development and failure to thrive, 
but they all came back negative. 

A few months and no answers later, 
the family were referred to geneticists 
at Great Ormond Street Hospital (GOSH) 
for more extensive genetic tests. 

In July 2007, specialists at GOSH told 
Lee and Michelle, 35, that they thought 
their son might have the rare genetic 
condition Nicolaides-Baraitser 
Syndrome (NBS). It was in December 
that year that this was confirmed. 

NBS is characterised by mental retar¬ 
dation, absent or limited speech, large 
mouth, long and broad nose, progres-

sive skin wrinkling, sparse hair, and 
short fingers and toes. When we got the 
diagnosis, we felt a mixture of emo¬ 
tions,” said Michelle. “There was relief 
that we finally knew what it was, but 
then upset because you never think it’s 
going to be you this kind of thing hap¬ 
pens to. 

“We asked ourselves, ‘How did he get 
this?’ but even the doctors couldn’t tell 
us because no one knows what causes 
the syndrome.” 

Straight away the couple began to 
search for information on the internet 
but soon realised that, due to its rarity, 
there was very little to be found. 

Lee explained this made them feel 
isolated. He said: “When you are looking 
for known genetic conditions you can 
read up on so much. But with a rare 
condition like NBS, there’s hardly any¬ 
thing. 

“A diagnosis of a genetic condition is 
such a shock and is really isolating, and 
this is so much worse when there’s very 
little information out there and no way 
of getting in contact with others in the 
same situation.” 

A turning point came in 2009 when 


CALLUM Reavey is like any other five- 
year-old boy - mad about motorbikes 
and buses, keen on swimming and 
loves nothing more than winding up his 
brother and sister. 

But as soon as he was born, Callum’s 
parents knew something was different 
about their son - little did they know 
how much he would change their lives. 

His condition is so unusual that when 
his parents, Lee and Michelle, looked 
for information about it, they found 
very little and were inspired to set up a 
support group that now has members 
right across the globe. 

The family live in Saxon Close, 
Dunstable, and Callum has a brother 
Josh, aged seven, and a two-year-old 
sister Kyra. Dad Lee, 24, said: “There 
were some indications that something 
was wrong - Michelle had more prena¬ 
tal scans than you’d normally have. 

They also tested for Down’s Syndrome 
but everything came back clear. 

“He had big, bold, blue eyes, had 
unusual facial features, like enlarged 
nostrils, a wide mouth and a narrow 
face and was really skinny. 

“He was born at 39 weeks but weighed 
just 5lb 9oz, compared to his brother 
who was 7lb 12oz and his sister who 
was 81b 3oz. We just knew there was 
something wrong.”

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their specialists at GOSH, Professor 
Raoul Hennekam and Dr Sergio di 
Sousa, told them they were going to be 
organising a meeting for NBS-affected 
people and their families. 

This meeting did not go ahead, but it 
inspired the couple to organise it them¬ 
selves. 

Lee said: “Last year was the first time 
we held a meeting and six affected 
people and their families turned up 
from the Netherlands, Italy, Ireland and 
the UK. 

“It was amazing to see all of these 
children who looked just like Callum, 
all in one place. It was so moving.” 

Together with Graham and Georgina 
Law, who have a son, Harry, 11, who also 
has NBS, they created a Nicolaides- 
Baraitser Syndrome Wikipedia page and 
a Facebook group. 

As a result, increasing numbers of 
affected people and their families began 
to get in touch with each other, widen¬ 


ing the NBS community and making it 
clear that a formal support group would 
be beneficial. 

This year, 14 families coming from 
across the world, including the United 
States, Australia, Italy, the Netherlands 
and Ireland, are attending the meeting. 

Three years after his diagnosis, Callum 
is thriving. He is at Glenwood School, in 
Dunstable, where he has learnt to talk. 

Now, Lee has been given a grant from 
leans for Genes, the UK children’s 
charity for children with genetic 
disorders, to set up the NBS 
support group, formalising the 
work he and Graham have 
already started.

Police officers took to the streets of 
Dunstable and Houghton Regis this summer to 
confiscate beer, lager, cider, alcopops, wine 
and spirits from young people who were 
believed to be under the legal age. 

The crackdown - Operation Yaddle - was 
aimed at addressing the issue of anti-social 
behaviour through the power of being able to 
seize drinks and dispose of them. 

Any adult discovered buying alcohol for 
underage drinkers faced on-the-spot fines 
while shops found to be selling alcohol to 
youngsters also faced action. 


PCSO Tina Platt said: “One of the most 
common issues that we deal with is the 
problem of underage drinking and anti-social 
behaviour that result from it. Operation Yaddle 
was established to address these concerns 
and it has proven a great success. 

“We have seized beer, lager, cider, alcopops, 
wine and spirits from youths all around the area 
and this has included some very expensive 
brands which may have been taken from par¬ 
ents’ drinks cabinets without their knowledge. 

“Everything that was seized will be 
destroyed, but I’d like to remind everyone that 
although Operation Yaddle has come to an 
end, we will continue to seize alcohol from 
those who should not have it.”

POLICE have turned to a 
charity to make them more 
‘innovative’ when it comes to 
catching criminals. 

A new four-year project 
launched on Wednesday by 
think tank The Police 
Foundation said it will work 
with Bedfordshire Police to 
‘enhance their effectiveness’ 
with crime-cutting strategies 
in Luton. 

The foundation will analyse 
crime and disorder problems, 
appraise policing strategies 
and existing practice, and 
feed back any lessons learnt. 
This will provide the basis for 
jointly developing, imple¬ 
menting and evaluating inno¬ 
vative approaches to crime. 

In a statement the founda¬ 
tion said: ‘This new project 
will work closely with police 
in Slough and Luton to 
explore ways of enhancing 
their effectiveness in cutting 
crime. 

‘The project, which will be 
based in the towns, will bring 
together research and innova¬ 
tion to develop effective 
practice.’ 

Luton and Slough were cho¬ 


sen for the project because of 
the ‘opportunities that they 
present and the nature of the 
towns, for example their 
employment rates and 
patterns and the diversity of 
their resident populations.’ 

Foundation deputy director 
Jon Collins said: “This project 
is an exciting opportunity for 
The Police Foundation to 
work closely and collabora- 
tively with the police and 
their partners to bring about 
real changes on the ground 
that will enhance the safety of 
local people. 

“We are looking forward to 
working with Thames Valley 
and Bedfordshire Police, and 
their partners, on this exciting 
project. We will do whatever 
we can to support their work 
to cut crime.” 

Beds Police Superintendent 
David Boyle (pictured above) 
said: “Luton is a diverse town 
with many interesting and 
unique issues which require 
careful and innovative polic¬ 
ing strategies and tactics.” 

The foundation received an 
independent grant which is 
paying for the full costs of the 
project. There are no costs to 
the police or other agencies in 
Luton, or to the taxpayer.

A MOTHER says a peculiarly 
placed disabled bay has brought 
parking chaos to an already 
congested cul-de-sac. 

Francesca Brown said the new 
markings, which were painted on 
to the road in Harvest Close, 
Luton last week, have reduced the 
number of potential ‘on road’ 
slots by around four cars. 

The bay, which is 6.6m in length, 
has been marked out so that the 
disabled driver has to park paral¬ 
lel to the kerb - in contrast with 
the rest of the street’s residents 
who park their cars perpendicular 
to the pavement. 

The reduction in space means 
Miss Brown now rarely gets to 
park close to her first-floor flat, 
making the weekly shopping trip 
difficult with her 15-month-old 
son when it comes to unloading 
the bags from her car. 

Miss Brown said: “This is not 
against the people who need the 
space. They need it, so it’s fair 


enough - but it’s huge. Luton 
Borough Council is at fault. It’s 
made a mountain out of a molehill. 

“It’s a massive inconvenience. 
There are weekly events round 
the corner which swamp the 
cul-de-sac with cars. It makes 
shopping with my son difficult.” 

Before the new markings were 
put in place, Miss Brown objected 
to the proposed layout, but her 
concerns were overruled by the 
council. 


A council spokeswoman said: 
“We have marked out a disabled 
persons parking bay in Harvest 
Close in response to a request by 
a resident. The bay has been 
marked out to be as close as 
possible to the resident's home. 

“To be legally enforceable the 
bay has to be a minimum of 6.6 
metres in length and had it been 
orientated facing the occupant’s 
flat it would have been marked 
partially over an adjoining drive.”

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Post to come later in 
Royal Mail shake-up

SOME people could begin receiv¬ 
ing mail later than normal - and 
others sooner - as part of Royal 
Mail delivery changes over the 
next few weeks. 

Postmen and women are intro¬ 
ducing new delivery methods and 
have adopted revised routes in the 
LU5 and LU6 postcode areas of 
Dunstable on a phased-in basis. 

Royal Mail said it was ‘mod¬ 
ernising’ the way it operates in 
Dunstable ‘to maintain our serv¬ 
ices and to keep our prices 
amongst the lowest in Europe’. 

It blamed ‘fewer letters’ and 
‘more larger items’ being posted 


and so are investing in new 
equipment to help carry the 
heavier bags to reduce the risk of 
injury to postmen and women. 

Royal Mail said the changes 
meant the following for Dunstable: 

■ Royal Mail will continue to 
deliver in the morning and for a 
longer period during the day. 
Many customers will continue to 
get their mail by lunchtime. 

■ The time customers receive 
mail will depend on where they 
live on the new delivery route. 
This may be later or possibly ear¬ 
lier than current delivery times. 

■ When mail volumes vary we 
may need to adjust delivery 
arrangements and times. 

In a statement Royal Mail said: 


‘These changes will require a 
period of adjustment for staff. 
However, Royal Mail will be doing 
everything possible to maintain a 
high level of service and thanks 
customers for their understand¬ 
ing.’

SHARES in Bossie companies were mainly higher last month, although 
we were not without some notable fallers. Beales issued a grim trading 
statement for the 19 weeks to September 10 during which it suffered a 
seven per cent drop in like for like sales. Lower sales and margins, 
particularly in electricals, are expected to result in a substantial increase 
in losses for the year. Shares in Beales fell 14 per cent. 

Fellow retailer Alexon saw its shares suspended after weaker 
trading forced it to formally put itself up for sale. The company was 
currently operating with limited financial headroom and to obtain 
additional funding to cover the seasonal peak in working capital 
requirements in the run up to Christmas. Administrators were 
appointed and the business was sold on Thursday to Sun Capital, 
which is fronted by Hugh Osmond. 

The story was worse still for long suffering shareholders in 
nightclub operator Luminar. Trading over the last six months was 
materially impacted by the civil unrest in August. However, 
Luminar’s bankers remain supportive for the time being and have 
agreed to extend a covenant waiver for a further three months. 
Luminar’s £82m debts dwarf its £2m market capitalisation and a 
debt for equity swap looks the most likely outcome unless there is 
a pick-up in footfall and takings.

“The huge benefit of this 
prescribed process means 
the agreement is 
enforcible through the 
courts, but doesn’t need 
court approval. 

“As I said, the courts are 
simply not involved - 
hence no uncontrollable 
escalating legal costs. 

“This is not about 
lawyers being self-serving 
- forget all those self-righ¬ 
teous adverts from injury 
lawyers - the earnest face 


of Esther Rantzen or 
Andrew Castle. 

“Unlike the dog-eat-dog 
world of mis-selling of 
financial services, or the 
even more nasty wolf eat¬ 
ing wolf world of personal 
injury claims, in this very 
small corner of English 
law the legislators have 
done something right. 

“A compromise agree¬ 
ment isn’t enforceable 
unless it’s signed off by an 
independent adviser - 
which, in most practical 
circumstances, means a 
qualified solicitor. 

“And, the independent 
adviser (solicitor) has to 
do something he or she 
doesn’t do in any other 
area of law (that I know 
of). 

“That person has to be 
identified by name in the 
agreement, and is, there¬ 
fore, literally written into 
the agreement. 

“Yes, the employer has to 
pay, but for between 
£250-£500 per agreement, 
that looks like unusually 
good value.”

Bid to get ex-offenders 
back into the workplace

BUSINESSES were invited to 
develop a competitive edge by 
sharing best practice on working 
with ex-offenders. 

The Bedfordshire Right Step 
Employer Forum has been set up 
to help organisations in the county 
to understand how engaging with 
the Prison and Probation Service, 
as well as ex-offenders, can benefit 
their business in a variety of ways. 

Business leaders met to discuss 
their role in helping to reduce re¬ 


offending in the county, and Busi¬ 
ness in the Community (BITC) 
called for more organisations to 
join the forum. 

The Right Step initiative is 
funded by the European Social 
Fund and delivered by BITC in the 
East of England. 

It aims to increase: 

■ The number of skilled people 
that the employers have access to; 
by providing better information 
for employers on the skills, qualifi¬ 
cations and training that ex¬ 
offenders have. 

■ The employment prospects of 


ex-offenders; by engaging with 
employers across the region and 
encouraging them to consider pro¬ 
viding training, work experience or 
job opportunities. 

BITC regional director Mike Bro- 
phy said: “Evidence shows that 
having a job is a major factor in 
preventing future offending 
because it means people have a 
real alternative to crime. 

“But many offenders face signifi¬ 
cant barriers to entering the 
labour market even when they are 
committed to changing their 
lives.” 


Beware of new bribery laws 


BUSINESSES have been warned to 
ensure they are aware of the new 
Bribery Act which came into force 
this year. 

It replaces the complex Victorian 
laws on bribery and corruption which 
until the Bribery Act has governed 
this area of law. 

Although the Act has four 
substantive offences, two have 
made much news in the business 
community. 

Section 6 of the Act relates to 
bribery of foreign public officials and 
Section 7 relates to an organisation’s 
failure to prevent bribery. 

Guidance has been released by the 
Ministry of Justice wanting to 
reassure businesses that the Act will 
be enforced pragmatically and with 
common sense. The Chamber of 
Commerce has welcomed the 
guidance although the anti¬ 
corruption watchdog, Transparency 
International, described it as 
‘deplorable’. 

A company will be liable under the 
Act if a third party performing 
services for or on its behalf pays a 
bribe with the intention of obtaining 
or retaining business or a business 
advantage to that company. 

However, a company would not be 
liable if it can be shown that the 
third party did not intend to obtain or 
retain business or a business 
advantage for the company. 

Neil O’Callaghan, of solicitors firm 
Machins based in Victoria Street, 


Luton, said: “There has been much 
written in the press about corporate 
hospitality and whether this is an 
offence under the Act. 

“The guidance states that bona fide 
hospitality and promotional or other 
business expenditure which seeks to 
improve the image of a commercial 
organisation, or establish cordial 
relations, is recognised as an 
established and important part of 
doing business and it is not the 
intention of the Act to criminalise 
such behaviour. 

“Therefore taking clients to 
Wimbledon or to Formula 1 Grand 
Prix to get to know the client better 
would not fall foul of the Act, 
although the guidance endorses 
reasonable and proportionate 
hospitality and expenditure; an 
extremely lavish expenditure may be 
viewed as a potential offence under 
the Act. 

“The first case under the Bribery 
Act is due to come to court this 
month concerning a court officer 
taking a £500 bribe. It will be 
watched closely by many. 

“Businesses need to check that 
they have correct procedures in 
place to protect them from 
allegations of bribery and it may well 
be the case that an exclusive foreign 
trip at your client’s expense will be a 
thing of the past.”

A BRACE from Robbie Willmott 
helped Luton Town rebound from 
an early setback against Barrow to 
record a resounding 5-1 win at 
Kenilworth Road and move back to 
within a point of the Blue Square 
Bet Premier play-offs. 

The Hatters came into this game on 
a run which had seen them take just 
one point from a possible nine in 
their previous three matches, hosting 
a Barrow side that had been steadily 
climbing the table despite joint boss¬ 
es David Bayliss and Darren 
Sheridan having to field a patched- 
up side due to injuries. 

Bayliss, who made 37 league 
appearances for Luton between 2001 
and 2005, may well have thought his 
side were on course for victory after 
Jack Mackreth had given them an 
early lead. Yet Willmott’s two, plus 
goals from Adam Watkins, James 
Dance and man-of-the-match Amari

It was a dream start for the visitors as 
they took the lead after just two min¬ 
utes. Right back Cliff Moyo clipped a 
perfectly weighted pass down the 
right touchline to Mackreth, who 
brushed past Jake Howells before 
deftly lifting the ball over advancing 
goalkeeper Mark Tyler. 

Both the hosts and the crowd were 
stunned, but the response was swift. 
Luton were dominating the posses¬ 
sion without creating many chances 
as they struggled to break through 
Barrow’s deep-lying midfield five. Yet 
they were finding space down the 
channels, with wide men Willmott and 
Aaron O’Connor both looking lively.

Luton were indebted to Tyler for 
keeping the scores level though as he 
pulled off a fine save to deny Adam 
Boyes from point-blank range after 
Adam Quinn had headed a free kick 
into the box down for the striker.

GARY Brabin revealed his delight with Luton 
Town’s two-goal hero Robbie Willmott after 
giving him instructions to stop standing out 
on the wing during the 5-1 victory over 
Barrow during the interval.
